Kitchen: 
Are matches kept in 
a metal container out of the reach 
of children? Are sharp knives kept 
in a rack or box away from other 
knives, 
forks 
and 
spoons? 
Are 
cleaning fluids, paints and insecti­ 
cides kept away from flames and 
out of reach of children? 
Do you 
turn pot handles In so your apron 
or your child's hand will not tip 
the pots and spill their boiling con­ 
tents? 
Are you careful to check 
aud make sure the gas is turned 
off In*fore leaving the house? 
Bathroom; 
Do you have bath 
mats inside and outside the bath­ 
tub to prevent slipping? 
Are all 
on twiners of poison marked clear­ 
ly and kept where children cannot 
find them? 
Do you have flrst-ald 
materials on hand? 
Is there a 
small box for 
discarded 
razor 
blades? Are you careful to see that 
small children are not left alone In 
the bathtub, where they may be 
scalded or drowned? 
Bedroom: 
Do you keep drawers 
and closet doors closed to avoid 
humps? lf you can’t turn the light 
on from the bed. do you keep a 
flashlight within reach?
